Xhoo again, in ease of a failure oi tho 
ptoplo to oloct, the House is required 
;o do tho work, but as ouch state is 
mtitlod to one vote only, no matter 
low largo or how small it may be, and 
as u majority of tho States thus oloct, 
it becomes possible for tho loss to bo 
superior to tho greater, or for the rep- 
resentatives of 8,000,000 of tho people 
10 givo a president to the whole 38,- 
000,000. This ought to bo amended 
and some plan for a more equitublo 
rule should be adopted. Wo bolievo 
,ha( the Electoral College system should 
x> abolished, and that tho vote for 
president should be a direct one, tho 
>ho plurality electing, which would 
prevent tho choice ever falling into tho 
House of Representatives.
